LONDON, Jan, 23 BUP)—Berlin reported today that Adolf 
Hitler had rushed Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himmler and others of 
his best commanders to thes Eastern Front and given them “com 


plete power” to rally German strength against the Russians in any 
way they saw fit 

“The fuehrer 
iron determination like Reichsleader 


has sent his best army commanders and men odf 


Heinrich Himmler to the focal 


points of the battle,” a Nazi broadcast said 

“They have been given complete power and 
will make radical decisions and guarantee the 
command 


The broadcast signalized Berlin's acknowl 
edgment that the battle of Germany had begun 
in the east, since Himmler is commander-in-chief 
of the German home army and commander of the 
Gestapo, which Allied armies have credited with 
keeping Germany in the war

WIDEN BRIDGEHEAD 

Lt. Gen. George §. Patton's Third 
Army captured clusters of villages 
on the approaches to Clervaux and 
last big German 
strongholds in Luxembourg, One 
column widened the American 
bridgehead across the Sure river by 
capturing Lipperscheid, four miles 
west of Vionden, and thrusting a 
mile farther north to within four 
miles of the. German border 

At the southern end of the 
front, the French First Army fin 
ally cleared the suburbs of Mul- 
house, 57 miles south of Stras- 
bourg, and pushed on to the north 
in a developing offensive. 

The French also cleared the Non- 
nenbruck forest some five miles 
northwest of Mulhouse, in stiff 
fighting that netted 1,000 prisoners 
in the first 36 hours. 


NAZI PATROLS BUSY 

German patrols were active in 
the Nazi bridgehead on the west 
bank of the Rhine above Stras- 
bourg, but no major fighting de- 
veloped, an Allied communique re- 
ported. A German Transocean dis- 
patch claimed, however, that the 
Germans had re-captured the com 
munications hub of Haguenau, 15 
miles north of Strasbourg 

German patrols which infiltrat- 
ed the American lines in the 
Bitsche salient northwest of Ha- 
guenau were mopped up, the Al- 
lied communique said. 

Front dispatches said the roads 
out of the Ardennes bulge were 
lined with the twisted, charred 
wreckage of tanks, armored veh- 
icles, some of them still smoulder- 
ing from yesterday's air blows. 

Marshal Von Rundstedt had wait- 
ed so long that many of his troops 
and vehicles also had to run a 
gauntlet of shell-fire from Ameri- 
can guns emplaced in heights taken 
only in the last few days.

SOME PRACTICAL USES 
FOR LIME 


When using lime to disinfect it is 
necessary to use it liberally. Ordin- 
ary lime, unslacked lime, livelime, 
quicklime is cheap enough so that 
there is no reason for sparing use 
on the ground of expense 

For disinfecting excerta an 
amount of freshly prepared milk of 
lime about equal to theb ulk of mat- 


ter to be disinfected should be 
mixed with the matter containing 
typhoid bacilli, the material thus 


treated should be allowed to stand 
two hours 
Milk of lime is made by putting 1 


part of quicklime to 4 parts of 
water—about tavo pounds in the 
gallon. It should have the consist- 


ency of thick cream. Use an amount 
of this about equal to the amount 
of matter to be disinfected and let 
the mixture stand at least two 
hours before final disposal 

This is the most practical agent 
for disinfecting privies, latrines, or 
trenches in camp. Only enough 
milk of lime should be prepared to 
last for three or four days &t most, 
for on standing it changes into Inert 
carbonate of lime, which has no dis- 
value; neither has air- 
slaked jime any value as a disin- 
| fectant.
